London, June 25.—"‘General Ma’s army,”’ 
Says a correspondent at Shan Hai Kwan, 
“consisting of 4,000 men, left a week ago 
for Pekin, and General Sung Ching’s 
forces, numbering 2,500, left for the saine 
‘place on June 15th. 

“A careful estimate of the number an-1 
armament of the Chinese troops around 
Pekin puts the total at 360,000. and it is 
calculated that these troops possess 220 


_ Seven-centimeter Crevsot guns, eighteen 


‘rupps and 150 Maxims. 

“Their supply of ammunition is practi- 
cally inexhaustible. It has been mainly 
supplied by a German firm at Carlowitz. 
Fully three-fourths of the Chinese forces 
are badly drilled, wholly undisciplined 
and quite unfamiliar with modern weap- 
ons.”’ 

Another Shanghai dispatch says: 

“Id Ping Heng, former governor of 
Shan Tung, who is intensely anti-foreign, 
has gone to the Kiang Yin forts on the 
Yang Tse, He has declared his intention 
of resisting the landing of British forces 
in that region.”’ 

According to a Hong Kong d!spatch, 
dated yesterday, strong re-enforcements 
of Indian police, with three maxims, have 
been sent to Kow Loon on the mainland. 
A Che Foo message of Monday’s date 
says: 

“Four cannon have been added to the 
west fort here, where there are now 1,000 
soldiers permanently encamped, a further 
force having arrived from Ning Hai Chou. 
There is an uneasy feeling prevailing here 
and an attack is generally anticipated. 
Chinese merchants are cvosing ‘their Offices 
and preparing to leave the port. All bus- 
iness is at a standstill. 

Extensive preparations by the allies 
are going forward. .The First regiment 
of British Indias, 10,000 men, embarked at 
Calcutta yesterday and 833 more marines 
received orders to go out from English 
ports. 

The British war office, in anticipation 
of a prolonged campaign, is contracting 
for winter clothing and fur caps. 

The Amur army corps, ordered out by 
Russia, numbers 62,100 men, with eighty- 
four guns. Japan proposes to land 15,000 
men on Chinese territory. within a fort- 
night. 

Among the minor military preparations 
the Portuguese government at Macao, 
island of Macao, at the southwest en- 
trance of Canton river, is sending arms 
to the Portuguese in Canton. The Ger- 
mans in Hong Kong have cabled Emperor 
William to ask if they may serve in the 
local forces in defense of Hong Kong. A 
million rounds left Hong Kong yesterday 
for Taku by the British steamer Hal 
Loong. 

The Shanghai correspondent of The 
Times sends the following under yester- 
day’s date: 

“A military correspondent at Taku says 
that the operations of the allies are suffer- 
ing from the want of a recognized head, 
defective organization and the lack of 
transport.”’ 

Mr. Kinder, the noted engineer, has ar- 
rived at Che Foo. 

The'British cruiser Terrible has arrived 
at Che Foo from Toku with the latest 
news, which is as follows: 

“Eight hundred Sikhs and 200 Welsh

“Foreign official opinions here, says a 
dispatch from Shanghai to The Daily Ex- 
press, dated yesterday, “incline to believe 
that the worst has happened to the lega- 
tions at Pekin and to Admiral Seymour as 
well. Even if the legations were safe on 
June 19th, there is no guarantee that 
they are safe now. The situation in fact 
grows more and more gloomy. The en- 
tire absence of reliable news from the 
capital seems to justify the worst con- 
struction which can be put on it. 

“Bad news comes from Nanking, where 
the unrest is said to be growing hourly. 
Viceroy Liu Kin Yih has telegraphed the 
British authorities that he has ordered 
the five Chinese cruisers which have been 
lying off the harbor here to proceed to

BRYAN TALKS ABOUT THE PLATFORN 
AND ALSO THE VICE PRESIDENCY 


The Principles Set Forth in Chicago Will Be Reaffirmed al 
Kansas City Convention, 


WILL BE NO MODIFICATION 


There Will Also Be a Strong Plank 
Against Trusts, 


WHAT HE SAYS OF VICE PRESIDENCY 


Man Nominated Must Be in Perfect ‘ 


Harmony with the Platform. 
He Must Approve Every 
Word of the Docu- 
ment. 


Lincoln, Neb., June 2.—(Speciai.)—Hon. 
William J. Bryan in an authorized inter- 
view given today to an Omaha World- 
Herald corresponcent, broke his long si- 
lence on the question of the platform to 
be adopted at Kansas City July 4th and 
the candidate for vice president. Mr. 
Bryan Was asked whether he could say 
anything in regard to the platform to 
be adopted at Kansas City. He replied: 

‘NNo one, of course, can say what lan- 
fuage will be used in setting forth the 
party principles. but some idea can be 
obtained as to the general tenor of the 
plattorm from the platforms adopted in 
the state conventions. As a large ma- 
jcrity of the delegates have been elected 
by conventions which reaffirmed the Chi- 
cago platform, it is safe to assume that 
the Kansas City platform will reaffirm the 
Chicago platform, and will contain noth- 
ing whichn‘can be constructed as a sur- 
1ender or modification of that platform on 
the old issues. It is equally certain that 
there will be a strong and definite plank 
against the trusts, There is also no doubt 
that the plank against imperlalism will 
be clear and explicit. Miliitarism wil! be 
denounced and sympathy expressed for 
the Boers. ‘This much !s evident from 
what has already taken place.” 

“You have refused to discuss the vice 
presidency heretofore, Mr. Bryan, Is: there 
any truth in the rumor that a vice presi- 
dent will be chcsen whose views on the 
money question will be attractive to those 
who opposed the ticket in 96?" 

‘It is true that I have refused to dis- 
cuss the vice presidency,’ replied Mr, 
Bryan, ‘‘and I do not care to do so now, 
further than to say that I assume that 
the cardidats nominated for vice presi- 
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dent will be in harmony with the plit- 
form. The vice president not only pre- 
s'des over the senate shile the president 
is alive, but assumes the office of pres- 
ident in case of the president’s death, 
and it is hardly pessible that delegates ‘tv 
a national convention would write a plat- 
form and then select for either place on 
a ticket a man who would repudiate the 
platform. No man worthy to be con- 
sidered for such an ‘office would accept 
a nomination upon a platform repugnant 
to his views on any important issue. In 
every campaign men support a ticket 
without appreving all the platform, but 
ro cne can defend a platform unless he 
believes in it. Many tariff reform gold 
democrats supported the republican tick- 
et in ‘96, although th?2y dissented from the 
protection plank. ~ But the republican 
convention. would not- have nominated a 
te1iff reformer on a protection platform. 
There is sometimes a joint debate be- 
tween candidates of opposing tickets, but 
not between candidates on the same tick- 
et.” 


ILLINOIS DEMOCRATS TO MEET. 


Full State Ticket Will Be Nominated 
Today. at Springfield. 
Springfield, Ill., June 25.—The democratic 
convention for the nomination of a state 
ticket and the selection of delegates to 
the Kansas City convention will be called 

to order tomorrow in the state capitol. 

There are three active candidates for 
the nomination of governor—Samuel Al- 
schuler, of Aurora; Alfred Orendorff, of 
Springfield; Adam Ortselfaen, of Chicago. 
Mayor Carter H. Harrison, of Chicago, 
has absolutely refused the nomination, 
but will doubtless receive some votes. It 
seems to be generally conceded that Oart. 
seifen will get no support outside of Cook 
county and that his nomination is out 
of the question. 

Since noon today the tide has set in 
strongly in favor of Alschuler. Orendorft 
has great strength in the central and 
southern parts of the state. There is 
considerable talk of a stampede to Mayor 
Harrison.

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A. W. McClellan, of Atlanta, Believed 
by Relatives To Have Been a 
Victim—Work of Search- 
ing for Bodies Is Still 
in Progress.

McDonough, Ga., June %.—(Special 
Correspondence. )—Thirty-three persons 
are known to have lost their lives when 
the Southern’s train plunged into the wa- 
ters of Camp creek last Saturday night. 

The bodies of three of the known dead— 
W. R. Lawrence, of Stockbridge; John 
Brantley, of Atlanta, and Robert Spen- 
cer, a negro porter—have not as yet been 
taken from the debris. ‘ 

Six of the bodies remain unidentified. 
One of these two is supposed to be that of 
a regro. The other is so chaired as to 
meke identification, even as to color, 
impossible. 

The bodies of the six unidentified, which 
were so charred and mangled as to 
prevent identification, were buried. Two 
were interred in the white cemetery and 
fcur in the negro cemetery. ; 

The other bodies that remain here are 
ccvered with sheets in the two stores 
which have been convert2d into morgues. 
The number is almost hourly growing 
less, as relatives are anxious to take the 
bodies home for interment. 

The mangled remrins of Supervisor D. 
Y. Griffith. of Flovilla, Ga.; Conductor 
J. H. Hunnicutt, of Atlanta; W. L. Mor- 
rissette, Va., and Ed 
Bird, negro fireman, of Atlanta, were tu- 
ken out today. 

Five mangled and charred remains were 
identified today. Despite the fearful con- 
Gition in which the relatives found the 
bodies, the identification in each case 
was complete, ani the bodies haw 
g.ven_.into the keeping -of thes 
claim them. 

Those identified today are W. H. Hen- 
son, a Mormon elder from Utah; Bob 
Smith, a porter: Bob Gester, a colored 
fireman, and Clay Frank, a colored la- 
borer. . 

Many are reported missing and it is 
doubtful if the full ist of the dead will 
ever be printed. 


Are These Two Dead ? 
Nothing has as yet been heard from 
Robert Buchanan, of Atlanta, who is sup- 
posed to have been on the wrecked pas- 
senger. |

It has been positively ascertained, from 
no less a source than the gentleman him- 
self, that G. M. Seewall, of Chicago, was 
not a victim of the wreck. The report 
arose through the fact that he was ex- 
pected in Atlanta on Saturday night by 
friends and failed to arrive. 

In appearance the wreck was much 
the same tonight as yesterday afternoon. 
The workmen, although they have la- 
bored hard, found so much to be done 
that they are beginning to realize that it 
will require several weeks to clear away 
the wreckage. 

The crowd at the scene of the disaster 
was much larger today than on Sunday. 
Fully 1,000 persons were on the spot to- 
day. Many came in buggies, bringing 
their lunch with them, and made a holi- 
day over the most awful railroad disaster 
the state has ever known. 

The majority, however, were present to 
engage in the arduous and serious work 
of continuing the search for the missing 
bodies. Four were taken from beneath 
the ruins of the engine that hauled the 
train to its horrible fate. One by one 
they were brought through the curious 
crowd and laid upon stretchers, which 
conveyed them to this place. 

Wrecking Crew at Work. 

The pile driver of the wrecking train 

was at work all day and foundations 


were laid for the temporary trestle that 
will be utilized while the new culvert

While this work was in progress among 


fhe employees of the railway te resi-: 
dents of the neighborhood continued the 
search for the missing. The woods and 
swamps below the scene of the disaster’ 
for about 1,009 yards were thoroughly 
looked over, but beyond a few jewels, 
watches and other articles of a like na- 
ture, nothing was found.

“MUCH DEPENDS UPON. DECISIONS 


' Question Now Hanging in the Su- 
preme Court of the United 
States Is Handled in 
an Interesting 
Manner. 


New Haven, Conn., June 25.—W. Bourke 
’' Cockran addressed the graduating class 
of the Yale law school this afternoon at 
the anniversary exercises. He said the 
‘young men of the graduating class were 
entering their profession on the eve of 
the most momentousdecisionever given by 
a court, referring to the pending question 
before the supreme court of the United 
States on the constitutional aspect of ac- 


quired territories. 

“Should the supreme court decide that 
the constitution applies to newly-acquired 
islands, and that their products and their 
people have free access tO our shores, to 
our ports, and to our marts of trade, 
both political parties will be as earnest 
in their desire to be rid of them as one 
party already seems to be,’ said Mr. 
Cockran. 

“The United States’ right to take ter- 
ritory is not disputed. The annexation 
of Canada is a wish of many Americans. 
The annexation of Mexico is not an im- 
probability, nor the taking in of South 
America an impossibility. Nor is the an- 
nexation of China today quite so fanciful 
as three years ago the annexation of the 
Philippines would have been considered, 
It is not impossible that twelve months 
hence the annexation of a part of the 
wall of China may be a burning political 
question. : 

‘Tf, on the other hand, the supreme 
court should not hold that the contitu- 
tion of the United States does not hold 
then, too, the cohsequences are moment- 
ous. A government’s policy can be 
changed, but the decree of court stands 
irrevocable. What might be the status 
of the president in any countries in which 
congress would set up the government? 
The president might, it is quite concelv- 
able, remain a republican magistrate only 
in the original republic, and his status

HOPEFUL OF PEACEFUL END. 


Salisbury and Choate Are Said To Be 
of One Mind. 

London, June 25.—The Associated Press 
learns Lord Salisbury its still hopeful that 
the Ghinese crisis will be solved without 
war against that country as a whole. In 
spite of the alarming reports he inclines 
to the belief that the government of Chi- 
na in some satisfactory form will short- 
lv be able to reassert itself. He does not 
mean that he belittles the professions of 
the various viceroys who have given 
notice of their willingness to co-operate 
with the United States. Without com- 
mitting himself to a definite view of the 
future. he appears averse to any scheme 
of territorial indemnity which, when or- 
der is restored, might be suggested by 
the powers who have suffered during the 
uprising. 

The interview of the United States am- 
bassador, Joseph H. Choate, with Lord 
Salisbury Saturday was due to instruc- 
tions received from Secretary Hay, in 
which the ambassador was notified of 
the friendly propositions of the various 
viceroys and was instructed to secure 
Lord Salisbury’s views. Beyond casual 
conversation, Mr, Choate had not men- 
tioned the crisis in the far east until he 
received Secretary Hay’s cable message. 
The ambassador discovered the British 
premier’s views were actually as frequent- 
ly represented in these dispatches. He 
maintained the bellef that the diplomats 
at Pekin had not been massacred and 
did not believe they were likely to be. 
He is eminently satisfied with the action 
already taken by: the United States, and 
expressed the same views as the cable 
dispatches attributed to Secretary Hay. 

In short, the eonference may 
not to have elicited a single point on 
which Lord Salisbury differed from the 
American attitude and while he expressed 
his determination to use every endeavor 
to restore order in the Pei Ho valley and 
extricate the diplomats, his estimate of 
the sityation was tinged with a spirit of 
hopefulness that contrasted greatly with 
the general tone of the British press. 

The ambassador did not discuss the 
eventual settlement and the likelihood 
of a partition of China, and it may be 
reiterated that this phase of the situation 
has not yet been made the subject of an 
exchange of views between any of the 
nations. Judging from the account of 
what passed between Mr. Choate and 
Lord Salisbury, the statement @cently 
made by the Associated Press by the for- 
eign office that Great Britain and other 
nations, so far as the foreign office knew, 
were confining all their energies and de- 
liberations solely to the present predica- 
ment, is a sincere stagement of fact. If 
Russia, Japan or any other power has 
an ulterior object in China. Lord Salisbury 
does not appear to be aware of it. 


WITH PERMISSION OF CHINA. 


Consul Fowler Says Advance Was 
Well Understood. .

LEFT OUT INTERLINEATIONS 


Quigg Did Not Follow Copy When He 
Reproduced the Paper 


GENERAL HOLDS THE FIRST DRAFT 


Creed of the Republicans as Given 
Out Appears To Have Been the 
Work of One Man and 
Not of the Com- 
mittee. 


Washington, June 25.-/The Post tomrrow 
will print an authorized statement from 
Representative Grosvenor, of Ohio, in re- 
ply to the statement by Mr.Quigg, the New 
York member of the resolutions committee 
of the republican national convention, de- 
nying certain allegations of Mr. Grosyenor 
of mutilation of the republican platform 
by Quigg. Mr. Grosvenor’s statement is 
as follows: 

“T have read Mr. Quigg’s statement. 
I hold in my hand the original document 
which was handed over to him with cer- 
tain interlineations of no very material 


}importance, but which required the re- 


drafting of ‘one entire page and a part 
of another. Otherwise it was the plat- 
form agreed upon by the committee and 
the sub-committee and no man connected 
with the transaction will put his name to 
any statement contradicting mine. It is 
in my possession, having been handed to 
me by Senator Foraker after he received 
it from Mr. Quigg the day following the 
action of the convention on the platform. 
It contains interlineations in the hand- 
writing of Senator Foraker and others. 
It contains the extract from the message 
of the president of the United States, pro- 
claiming the policy of the republican par- 
ty in the matter of the government of 
the islands. It contains a plank distinct- 
ly proclaiming the policy of the republi- 
can party in the matter of legislation in 
reference to our island possessions in the 
words I gave in my letter to The New 
York Journal. It contains a direct ap- 
proval of the policy of legislation in fa- 
vor of the merchant marine of the coun- 
try, all of which is omitted from Mr. 
Quige’s platform. 

“T had this document when I made the 
statement to The New York Journal and 
I had positive evidence of the truth of 
every statement I made and any one so 
desiring can come to me and examine 
the documentary evidence to which I have 


referred, which will convince any .man-~ 


of the truth of my statement. I have read 
the statement of Senator Fairbanks, 
which does not say anything. It is nota 
question of whether he approved of the 
change of the platform or not; it is a 
question of whether or not the revision 
which Mr. Quigg calls the rewriting of 
the platform by kim changed the whole 
chAracter of the document. I refer to 
one single statement of Mr. Quigg, and 
that was that the platform was consid- 
ered to be too long. The platform as 
handed over to Mr. Quigg contained 2,000 
words, the platform adopted as written 
by Mr. Quigg contains 2,348 words. 

“I shall have nothing more to say about 
the matter. The document is in my pos- 
session at this date and will be retained 
by me until I can return it according to 
my promise to Senator Foraker. The 
republican party wil] not be seriously 
affected by the matter, for the reason 
that we have the two great speeches de- 
livered in the convention and will have 
the letter of the president accepting the 
nomination. 

“Mr. Quigg’s statement in regard to 
myself are matters of slightest import- 
ance to me and the controversy ends right 
here and now.”

WHEAT IN THE FIELDS 1S AUINED 


All Rivers in Georgia Are Raging 
and Much Land Overflowed. 
Fruit Crop Shortened by 
Rain—Early Peaches 
a Total Failure,

Rome, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—Farmers 
fn this section are very much discouraged 
at the incessant rains, and a feeling of 
gloom pervades the country. Since May 
Zist only one day has passed here that 
rain has not fallen, and most days the 
moisture has been excessive, 

Planters have not been able to do half 
a dozen good days’ work during the 
month and crops are very foul. Cotton 
and corn are both suffering from excessive 
rain and lack of cultivation. Some farmers 
have not finished chopping cotton. A few 
sunshiny days would put affairs in a good 
state, . 

Some wheat has not been cut and it 
is practically ruined. A large amount is 
standing in the flelds in the shocks, and 
grave apprehensions are felg concerning 
it, as it is beginning to sprout in the 
shock. Just how much damage will re- 
sult from this source cannot be estimated 
yet. 

Early peaches are a total failure, the 
crop rotting and falling from the trees. 
One grower who expected to secure 000 
crates of Alexanders, got only fifteen of 
insipid, waltery peaches. Berries of all 
sorts, too, are tasteless, and have no sale. 
It is feared that the Elberta and other 
varieties of peaches have been damaged 
seriously. The rivers are up considerably, 
but not threatening. 


Chattahoochee Is Subsiding. 

Columbus, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—The 
Chattahoochee river is slowly falling, af- 
ter having risen twenty-four feet above 
normal stages. The stream began to go 
down at noon today and is slowly reced- 
ing tonight. sae waters nave been very 
high, but the mark of last February. 
Was not reached by eight feet. The cot- 
ton mills on the river were shut down to- 
day. The high river has done much dam- 
age to plantations down the river, the 
lowlands of hundreds of plantations be- 
ing submerged... At Kyle’s bend, a few 
miles below the city, several farms are 
practically under water and the damage 
to cotton and corn is great. 

The rain yesterday was accompanied by 
considerable wind and reports from the 
country today tell of injury to peaches 
and corn thereby. Much of the half ripe 


fruit was blown off and much of the 


corn blown down. 

Hardaway, Jones & Co., the North 
Highlands contractors who are building 
the Columbus Power Company’s dam, 
had another piece of hard luck in this 
field. The waters swept away some of 
their timbers and machinery and disman- 
tled a portion of their plant. The firm 
today estimated their damage at $1,500 


and two weeks’ loss of time. 


Athens Mills Shut Down. 

Athens, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—The re- 
cent rains, which have been terrific in 
this section, have sent all the rivers and 
creeks jut of their banks and all the 
crops on bottom lands have been covered 
and badly damaged. 

The Oconee river is now a raging tor- 
rent and will rise still higher unless fair 
weather comes. The Athens factory shut 
down this morning on account of high 
water and other mills in this vicinity will 
also have to shut down temporarily. The 
rains Saturday and Saturday night were 
as heavy as ever fell in this section. 


Savannah River Rising. 
Augusta, Ga., June 25.—(Special.)—The 
Savannah river rose today to approxi- 
mately thirty feet as the result of the 
continued rains. The mills were closed 
down. but no other inconvenience or dam- 
age resulted to. the city. Since the streets 
and river front have been raised*it takes 
thirty-six feet to get into the city, but 
the present depth overflows many of the 
river plantations below the city and in- 
jures crops between Augusta _and Sa- 
vannah. At little below thirty feet the 
river came to a standstill and no further 
injury is apprehended. 
Storms in Alabama. 

Birmingham, Ala., June 25.—(Special.)— 
A special from Eutaw says that a cy- 
clone of much violence passed over that 
place yesterday. The new Baptist church, 
which cost $5,000, was demolished and part 
of the roof of the Presbyterian church 
was blown away. The residence of Mrs. 
Jennie Wynne was badly damaged, sev- 
eral columns being blown from the front 
porch, tthe windows smashed and the 
house moved out of position. A num- 
ber of other buildings were more or less 
injured. No person, was hurt. A ter- 
-rible downpour of rain followed and crops 
in that section were almost ruined,

HIXSON’S STORY OF THE CHINESE. 
UPRISING OF FIVE YEARS AGO 


LEADERS IN THE MASSACRE BEHEADED UNDER DIRECTION OF CONSUL HIXSON 


ASHINGTON, June 25.—(Special 

Correspondence.)—Among the sec- 

cret papers of the state depart- 
ment is a report made by J. Courtney 
Hixson, who was consul to Fuchau, China, 
under the Cleveland administration, and 
which report was not printed and given 
publicity on account of the plain language 
used by the consu! touching the conduct 
of England’s minister’ and consuls qur- 
ing the massacre of the missionaries in 
China in 1895, 

Not only did Consul Hixson use the 
English foreign officials without gloves, 
but in this report he took occasion to say 
that the massacre was simply the begin- 
ning of the final wiping out of every mis- 
sionary in China, and that when this step 
was taken other so-called civilized nations 
would stand back and wait for the United 
States to take the initiative. The consul 
also had a word or two to say relative 
to forcing upon China missionaries who 
wished tq preach religions other than that 
followed by the Chinese for past ages, 
and was then of the opinion that unless 
our missionaries were recalled and for- 
bidden by our government to enter China 
the result would be war which would en- 
tail] great loss of life and heavy moneyed 
expense to the United States. 

As stated, this report was never print- 
ed. It did not please the president, nor 
waé it along the lines of policy adopted 
by the secretary of state, but the present 
héeathenish and barbarous outbreak in 
China is evidence that Consul Hixson was 
eminently correct in his predictions. In 
this report Consul Hixson said that the 
integrity of our country denended upon 
ourgelves, and not upon other nations: 
that the consular courts should be given 
more power—power to mete out summary 
justicg, He reached this conclusion af- 
ter his experience in bringing to justice— 
single handed and alone—twenty or more 
vegetarians, the worst type of Chinese, 
who massacred men, women and children. 
Among these there were no Americans 
killed, but several were wounded, They 
were England’s subjects, and yet Eng- 
land’s representatives in China made no 
effort whatever to compel the Chinese 
government to protect their people, The 
fearful massacre at Hwashan was report- 
ed to our minister, Denby. on August 
5th, and he at once instructed Consul 
Hixson to begin an immediate investi- 
gation. On the 17th, Consul Hixson 


| named a board of investigation. On this 


board he attempted to get English con- 


suls, but they declined to serve, notwith- 
standing that it was thelr missionaries 
who had been killed and their homes 
burned, China refused to go into the 
inquiry, after parleying until the 19th, 
when Consul Hixson agnounced that he 
would not be thwarted, and he began the 
work himself, warning the Chinese au- 
thorities that if he was interfered with 
there would be all kinds of trouble, He 
also took occasion to pay his compliments 
to England’s representatives in language 
that was vigorous if not choice. The 
massacre Was not without previous warn- 
ing, according to the report, and our 
consul realized that he was taking des- 
perate chances in going into the inquiry 
with both England’s and China’s officials 
against him. Rev. Robert Stewart had 
notified England that he believed that 
there was an I!mpeéending danger at 
Kucheng:;: that matters were in a dis- 
turbed condition, and that Christians 
were menaced at the hands of the vege- 
tarians. The English government made 
not the slightest effort to have the Chi- 
nese government protect these missiona- 
ries, and Rev. Stewart, his wife, his sis- 
ter, Miss Flora Lucy, Miss Bessie New- 
combe. Miss Elsie Marshall, Miss Mary 
Ann Christiana Gordan, Elinor Saunders, 
Etizabeth Maud Saunders and several 
others, were slain by the vegetarians. 
When Consul Hixson was ordered by the 
minister at Pekin to proceed to the scene 
of the outrage and institute inquiry, he 
asked for and received a Chinese escort. 
Of this escort Hixson acknowledges that 
he was doubtful, knowing that they would 
attempt to shield their own. He says he 
was_ determined to hold them down, and, 
in his own words, “I told this escort that 
I was determined at any cost to see jus- 
tice done, and that if I discovered on their 
part the least {ndication or evidence of 
treachery I would use my brace of pis- 
tols with telling effect.”’ At Hrwashan 
he gathered the most positive evidence 
against the actual perpetrators and their 
advisors and Jeaders. He did not stap 
at this, but secured incriminating evi- 
dence showing complicity on the part of 
the Chinese officials. To the consul’s 
mind it was clear that the Chinese offi 

cials knew that the wholesale massacre 
was to take place, and they were cogni- 
zant of it weeks before it actually oc- 
curred, As has always been true, the 
mandarins were the instigators of the 
foul crimes, and after the massacre, they 
looted what was left of the missionaries’ 
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houses, It was then from these facts 
the clear intention of the Chinese to drive 
out all missionaries from that country, 
and it was also evident that the ex-vice- 
roy, Lin Pin Chang, was among the lead- 
ers, So successfully and fearlessly did 
Consul Hixson conduct his investigation 
that on the 7th of November—three 
montbs after the massacre was reported— 
he had the leaders beheaded. It was the 
wish and demand of the Chinese that the 
execution should be in private, but Con- 
sul Hixson entered a protest and gaid 
that he desired the execution to be as 
public as possible, that it might be the 
means of being an object lesson to others 
of this class of Chinese. When the Chi- 
nese realized they had.a gtern man, repre- 
senting a powerful nation, to deal with, 
they acquiesced to his wishes and on the 
day of the execution more than 20,000 
Chinese were present as witnesses. Af- 
ter the leaders had been put to death 
and the consul returned to his home in 
Fuchau, the English consul attempted to 
explain his reluctance in going into the 
inguiry, but so clearly had that official 
shown the white feather, that Hixson de- 
Glined to have further relations with him. 
England's representatives had declined to 
go beyond absolute necessity or what 
they were forced to do. The United 
States consu] said that symgathy which 
costs nothing but words lg a cheap grade, 
and that the British nation would not 
deplete its exchequer in any manner 
toward sustaining its houer so long as 
other nations would take the initiative. 
Consul Hixson did not hesitate to say 
that there was treachery among the Chi- 
nese, and that the barbarian instinct was 
strong and active, no matter what pro- 
fessions of love for Christ they might 
express, Leading men of China were all 
the time fomenting strife, discord and 
discontent, telling the vegetarians to keep 
up their spirits. He believes that no re- 
ligionists on earth are more gevoted to 
their creed than the:Chinese: that any 
amount of labor bestowed upon them 
with a view to their conversion is lost, 
One hundted thousand missionaries sent 
to China would amount to nothing, and 
these missionaries might as well preach 
to the rock of Mount Lebanon or establish 
grist mills and expect to grind out con- 
verted Chinese. 

Mr. Hixson is now a4 first lieutenant in 
the Thirty-second infantry, United States 
volunteers, stationed at Manila, and 
would no doubt_]ike to be among the boys 
who are sent to China, 
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in Jefferson county yesterday, and going 
fnto Walker county did much damage in 
the neighborhood of Democrat. The 
path of the storm was a quarter of a 
mile wide and it tore up trees, leveled 
fences and unroofed many houses, So 
far as is known no one was seriously 
hurt, though there were many narrow es- 
capes, The cyclone almost caused a pan- 
ic in a Baptist church, near Democrat, 
where services were being held at the 
time. The roar of the storm was like 
that of an approaching train. It played 
havoc with crops and fruit trees. 


MACON BRIDGE WASHES AWAY. 


It Was a Temporary Structure Cross- 


ing the River. 

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., June 2%.—This morning at 4:15 
half of the temporary bridge that had 
been constructed over the Oemulgee river 


at the foot of Fifth street was swept away 
by the high and raging waters. The struc. 
ture gave way with a loud crash that was 


heard for some distance. The timbers 
were carried far down the river. 

The temporary bridge had been erected 
to be used by pedestrians going to and 


returning from East Macon pending the 


construction of a new fron bridge by the 
Brockett Bridge Company to take the 
place of the old wooden city bridge. The 
temporary bridge was built at a cost io 
the city of Macon of $1,500 and the half 


of the bridge that was washed away will 


have to be rebuilt by the city at a cost of 


about $800. The half on the East Macon 
side still remains. A part of the old bridge 


was also swept away, and some of the 
material to be used in the construction 
of the new bridge. 

The Ocmulgee is very high, higher than 
it has been in seven years, so it is said. 
Great quantities of driftwood have been 
coming down the river for several days. 
In some instances there have been large 
trees, which were torn up by the roots, 
floating on the surface of the water like 
broom straws. Much of thjs stuff lodged 
against the supports of the temporary 
bridge and this weight, together with the 
force of the rushing waters, finally swept 
the bridge away, All Saturday night, and 


Sunday a large force of negroes were em- 


ployed running the rafts of wood from 
about the pillars, and for hours saved the 
pridge, but it had finally to go. 

Great crowds of people have visited the 
river today and the scene of the wrecked 


bridge. 
DEATH OF DR. KING WYLLY. 


Surgeon of Plant System Dies Sud- 
denly in’ New York. 
Savannah, Ga., June %.—(Special.)—Dr. 
King Wylly, surgeon of the Plant railway 
sgstem and who aseisted materially in or- 
ganizing the present relief and hospital 
plan of the system, diet yesterday shortly 
after 2 o'clock at Saratoga, where he had 
gone for his health. The news of his 
death, which occurred suddenly from a 
stroke of apoplexy, caused much surprise 
and regret. Dr. Wylly left Savannah a 
week ago for Saratoga.

Roberts’ Six Columns Are Draw- 
ing the Lines Hard, 


HOT ENGAGEMENT EXPECTED 


Kruger’s Men Succeed in Breaking 
Through Rundle's Lines, 


CANADIANS ENGAGED IN FIGHT 


Brabant’s Troops Walk Into a Trap 
and Are Made Prisoners by 
the Boers—Horses Are 
Dying from the 
» Cold. 


London, June 26.—4:22 a, m.—Lord Rob- 
erts’s six columns are converging appar- 
ently so as to close in wpon the Free 
Staters, although decisive results cannot 
be expected for several days. 

A number of Boers who were supposed 
to be within the wide flung net have 
broken, or rather stolen, through Gener- 
al Rundle’s Ficksburg-Senekals lines. 

The Canadians were engaged in the 
Honing spruit fight last Friday. General 
Dewet's men first cut off a Canadian out- 
post of mounted rifles at dawn, two being 
killed. Lieutenant Triglis and four others 
were wounded and three were captured. 
The Free Staters then attacked the camp 
where there were fifty Canadians and 
two companies of Shropshires, though 
without much effect as the men were well 
entrenched, 

The foreign military attaches who were 
with Lord Roberts are now in Cape Town, 
en route for Europe. United States Con- 
sul Hay, of Pretoria, is going to Macha- 
dodorp in the interest of the British 
prisoners and to gee President Kruger. 
Eighty Hollanders have been lodged in 
jail at Standerton for destroying proper- 
ty prior to the British occupation, The 
wives.and children of the Boers are gsur- 
prised that the British do not loot, but 
pay for what they get. The Boers de- 
railed a construction train near Stander- 
ton on June 24th. Two trainmen were 
killed and four badly hurt, 

A party of Brabrant’s Horse, near 
Ficksburg, saw a camp of khaki clad 
men and walked in. only to find them- 
selves antong the Boers, The visitors 
surrendered. 

The Lourenzo Margsez correspondent 
of The Times, telegraphing yesterday, 
says: 

“The Boers are losing a large number 
of horses from the cold and from lack 
of food and the survivors are in misera- 
ble condition, The inadequacy of the 
Boer commissariat ig telling on the burgh- 
ers.’’ 

The Times editorially adopts the sug- 
gestion of a correspondent that Johannes- 
burg should be the capital of the Trans- 
vaal colony, ‘“‘because the traditions of 
Pretoria are corrupt.”’ 


CLEMENTS ENGAGES THE BOERS 


Kruger’s Troops Are Driven Back by 
the British. 

London, June 25.—The following dispatch 
has been received att the war office from 
Lord Roberts: 

“Pretoria presidency, June 25.—Clements 
successfully enegaged a body of BPuvuvers 
vesterday near Wynaberg, where he had 
gcne to pick up supplies and some heavy 
guns preparatory to acting in combination 
with columns from Lindley, Heilbron 
and Heldelberg. He drove the enemy 
rorth of Sandspruit with loss. No casual- 
ties are reported. Ian Hamilton reports 
that Heidelberg is the most English town 
he has yet seen. The inhabitants gave 
him a great reception. The streets were 
crowded and decorated with bunting. Cap- 
tain Valentine hoisted the union jack in 
the market square amidst the cheers of 
the populace and of the British, Austral- 
fan and other colonial troops. ‘God Save 
the Queen’ was sung, the crowds heartily 
joining in. The poor royalists had a 
rough time later.

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During the past week there sailed from 
America twenty-five as fine athletes as 
ever trod a cinder-path. They represent- 
éd various colleges and universities in the 
east and west, and were but a portion of 
the quota of American athletes vho are 
going abroad to carry America’s colors 
to the front in ttre Engliith champion- 
ships and the Olympic games. Forty-odd 
in all will be the American contingent, 
and if they do not carry away the ma- 
jority of the prizes {n the events In which 
they contest many will be far off in their 
caiculations. 

The largest representation has been 
sent Abroad by the University of Penn- 
evivania. Thirteen men will carry the 
red and blue to the front. Seven have 
gone from Princeton, five from Syra- 
cuse, four from Georgetown and Chica- 
go, while of the five who will represent 
the New York Athletic Club = abroad 
three are Yale men, one Columbia. Still 
two unattached athletes are to be ac- 
counted for, one of whom comes from 
other from Cornell. 
Quite a delegatign and one bound to be 
heard from. 

The plan of both the Pennsylvania 
and Princeton teams {fs to appear in but 
the London championships and in the 
Olympic games. The others will con- 
tent themselves with the Paris events. 

When the personnel of the American 
representation is considered it will be 
found that it 1s well worthy of consid- 
It contains the holders of eight 
no less than six

champions. In 


champions are represented, 
while two of the five field champfons are 
also among the number. 

The priecipal star and main dependence 
cf the American team f!s_ Alvin C. 
Kraenzlein. Kraenzléin will be counted 
on to win at least three events abroad, 
and possibly more, while he may win as 
many as six. 

Next to Kraenzlein, Duffey will be the 
special star as tre Amertrtan champion 
eprinter, while bes‘de Duffey, Grant, 
Tewksbury, Long, Boardman, Johnson, 
Sheldon, Orton, Chegan, Jarvis, Maloney, 
Prinstein and Burroughs all have wide 
reputations. 


The number of sprin*tars fn the team {s 
remarkable. Bestdes Duffey, thera are 
Minnthan and Mulligan. of Georgetown: 
Tene. of Cumbia: Roariman, of Yale: 
Princtein. Toee and Waite. of Syracise:

In the &i)-meter race the Amerfcan ath- 
bil fair to create new figures or 
force others to do so. John Bray, of Wil- 
liams, from the ten-yard mark, ran 2a 
half mile last Saturday within a second 
of Charley WKilpatrick’s famous world’s 
record of 1753 3-4 Bray will be one of the 
strongest distance men going abroad, 
His atrongest distance is probably 800 me- 
ters, although he has usually run in lon- 
ger races. Cregan and Perry, of Prince- 
ton, are both fitted to go the short dis- 
tance very fast. Grant and Orton, the 
two Pennsylvania ernacks, will make 
etrong bids for the event, and are faster 
than most Arrerican cracks at that, 
while Scrafford, of Syracuse; Mechiling, 
Drumheller and Bushnell, of Vennsyl- 
vunia, and Moloney, of Chicago, ere good 
men for second place. Were Maxey Long 
to undertake the race he, too, might do 
something surprising in 1t 

In the 1,500-meter race all of these men 
will again be to the mark. Grant's 
world’s record at the distance ten days 
ego marks; him as a very likely winner. 
Bray held the record befcre and is sure 
to be a factor in the race. Cregan beat 
Bray in the intercollegiates in the mile 
and ts likely to make the strongest kind 
of a bid in this event, while Orton was 
always regarded as Cregan’s superior 
and will probably run 4 good race. 

Thess four men are the fastest of the 
American team. Perry, Bushnell and 
Mechling are good second strings, but 
hardly likely to show to the front. 

“he men rank about the same way in 
the 5.000 meter race, although the great- 
er the distante the more marked does 
Aleck Grant's rupremacy become. In the 
2500-meter steeplcchase and the 4,500 stee- 
plechase the same men will again be 
prominent, with George Orton the favor- 
ite because of his steeplechasing exper- 
rience. 

This completes the track contests, with 
the exception of the hurdling events. 
These are two—a 130-meter high hurdle 
and a 40-meter event. In the former 
Kraenzlein will. of course, be the favor- 
ite. and should win handily against all 
ccemers. W. P. Remington, of Pennsyl- 
vaenia, will be the strongest man against 
him, although Fred Moloney, of Chicago, 
will make a strong bid against Penn's 
second string. Lewis, of Syracuse, is a 
good hurdler and is likely to be in the 
races for some sort of a position. These 
four are the only Americans entered. 

In the 400-meter race a very different 
rioposition is presented.

In the field event America will be well 
represented. In the pole event Ben John- 
scn. of Yale, should make a very strong 
fight for honors. He ought even to cre- 
ate a new world’s record. His vault of 
eleven feet and nine inches on Saturday 
last makes him likely to create new fig- 
ures at any time. Coleman and Horton, 
of Princeton, and Kintsig, of Cornell, are 
all better than eleven feet and three 
inches. and will be possibilities. Baxter 
and Colket, of Pennsylvania, are not 
likely to lo much, if anything. 

In the high jump Serviss and Carroll, 
of Princeton, and Baxter, 
van'a. are very evenly matched. Anyone 
of them should do six feet two inches or 
better. This should win the event. 
Kraenzlein. of Pennsylvania, can do six 
feet and Remington, of Pennsylvania, 
and Prinstein, of Syracuse, five feet and 
eleven inches. while Colket, of Pennsyl- 
varia, is going for five feet ten inches. 
Ewry, the only non-collegiate going, is 
a possibility. 

In the broad jurp Prinstein, of Syra- 
cuse, and Kraenzlein, of Pennsylvania, 
will make a good fight for the champion- 
ship. Both men have jumped within a 
few inches of twenty-five feet, and either 
is likely to surpass that mark. Reming- 
ton and McClain, of Pennsylvania, are 
both good for twenty-three feet, while 
Ewry shouid again figure. 

In the shot put Sheldon, of Yale, ought 
fo win something for the American team. 
He is good for better than forty-five feet, 
and this will come close to winning. Mc- 
Cracken, of Pennsylvania, at best, can 
make forty-four feet, while Hare, of 
Pernsylvania, can bettter forty fect. 
Neither of the two have been putting up 
to their best form, and it is uncertain 
what either will do. 

In the hammer throw both McCracken 
and Hare. of Pennsylvania, can throw 
150 feet and tetter under American rules. 
What they can do under English regu- 
letions, which will prevail, is uncertain. 
They are alllowed to throw from a‘ nine- 
foot circl4, and this will enable them to 
use the triple turn, which should be a 
great advantage. On the other hand, 
they cannot use grip handles, which is a 
disadvantage. How far the two factors 
will counteract each other ts a question. 

In the discus Sheldon is the world’s rec- 
crd holder, but both McCracken and 
Hare have broken tis record in practice, 
while Kraenzlein has also approached it. 
The four should be in the van in the 
contest and hold the victory between 
them. 

The remaining events, the standing 
high and broad jumps, the pole vault for 
distance, and so on are too infrequently 
ccntested in America to make the abil- 
ity of the various contestants at all cer- 
tain. Probably no one can say what any 
of the Americans save Ewry can do. He 
will make a good fight for honors. 

Besides these contests there will be 
handicap competition in every event in 
which any one of the Americans are 
likely to win places. Then, too, the 
Princeton and Pennsylvania teams 
shculd do something itn London at the 
English champtonship3, so America 
shculd fare well for laurels. 


There has been considerable shifting of 
positions tin the National League during 
the past week.

trip. Three teams—Chicago, Pittsburg 
and Boston—are now so close together 
that the losing or winning of a single 
game will put any one of the teams in 
second . division. Right behind = these 
come Cincinnatl §8t. Louis and New 
York. 


The most startling reversal of form 
has been attributed to St. Louts, which 
seems tO be on the down grade for a 
certainty. St. Louis has been without 
the service of McGraw, the $15,000 beau- 
ty, and his loss seems to affect the team 
as a whole. Dillard has been played at 
third, but has not proved a howling suc- 
cess, and the fans now miss the faithful 
Cross around the third sack. 

Pittsburg has been putting up a fair ar- 
ticle of ball, but the quality has been 
nothing startling. The absence of Clarke 
has had apparently a demoralizing effect. 
Cincinnati, the other western team, has 
conducted the game on the scrappy order 
and may yet finish better than last, but it 
is unlikely. 

Mercer was tried by New York and 
it looked as if the giants had found a 
winning pitcher. Friday came the set. 
back, when Boston hammered him out 
of the lot. Boston is plugging along, but 
that is all, and Brooklyn seems to be the 
only team in the country playing the 
national game for all it is worth. Phila- 
delphia ts dying hard, and Chicago is 
afflicted with the Ryan Donahue feud.

A Mother and Her Baby. 

The glare from the burning car reveal- 
ed her. To her bosom she clasped an in- 
fant. and her head was bent over it. 
Whether she was powerless to cry for 
help, or whether She had the baby in 
her arms when the wreck occurred and 
died so, ts not known. It is only known 
that she was seen with the infant hugged 
closely to her breast. The two -were 
hurried off by the force of the flood and 
have not been seen since they passed be- 
yond the light from the fire. 

Some estimate of the force with which 
the water flowed may he made from 
viewIng the scene as it is now, Solia 
pieces of masonry weighing many pounds 


were washed fully two hundred yarda 
from the culvert and the wiers were 
moved twenty or thirty feet. Fully 1,000 
yards below the wreck was found 


about one-fourth of a passenger coach. 
It had lodged in the swamp. 

A number of articles tn addition to 
Jewelry were found today by the search. 
ers, the only thing worthy of speciat 
note, however, being a vest. which con- 
tained a gold watch and chain and 
the following inscription upon a badge: 

“Drummonds New York State Licensed 
Detective.” 

The inscription was surmounted by an 
eagle and the officials believe tt wil! serVe 
to establish the identity of some oné who 
was in the disaster. 

On the water soaked ground beside the 
railroad track on the McDonough side 
of the wreck the mangled bodies of the 
victims were placed. Even rude shelter 


. for them was impossible, since the only 


house in the vicinity was that of John 
A. McDonald, and it was by no means 
large enough to convert into a temporary 
morgue. 

As soon after daylight as possible the 
corpses were placed upon an engine and 
brought to this place, where they were 
turned over to the undertaker here. His 
place of business was not large enough 
to hold them and consequently the two 
furniture stores of McDonough, one own- 
ed by A. F. Bunn & Co., and the other by 
B. B. Carmichael & Son, were utilized. 
In them the bodies were placed until re- 
moved to the train. Wagons were kept 
going all day Sunday and today, either 
bringing bodies to the furniture houses 
or taking them to the train to be sent 
to relatives. 

A number of bodies were washed down 
the creek at various distances from five 
hundred yards to a mile or more. These 


it was necessary to bring to McDonough 
on litters, and willing hands were found 


to do this work. 
Many bodies were sent away Sunday 


and others‘ left today. 


The following bodies were sent this 


afternoon via Griffin and Williamson to 
Atlanta:

It was believed in McDonough until to- 


day that the body of J. H. Hunnicutt, 
a conductor of the Southern, who resides 
at 805 Luckie street, was at this ‘place. 
This morning, however, the body of Mr. 


Hunnicutt, 


or what the searchers be- 
lieved to be his body, was taken from 
beneath the ruins of the engine. It was 
not brought to McDonough, ‘but was sent 
direct to Atlanta. 

The body supposed to be that of Mr. 
Hunnicutt has been placed among the 
unidentified. 

First Arrivals at Scene. 

The first two arrivals at the scene of 
the wreck were Q. Dickson, a farmer in 
the vicinity, and J. A. McDonald, who 
has charge of the water pumping station 
directly at Camp creek. The former was 
notified of the accident by Flagman J. 
J. Quinlan, of the wrecked train, and the 
latter was told the awful news by J. C. 
Flynn, of Atlanta, whose, remarkable 
escape after the plunge of the train has 
already been told. 

They were the first two human beings 
except the passengers and crew of the 


ilifated train to learn of the havoc 
wrought by the swollen. waters of Camp 
creek. They began the work of rescue 
at once and continued at it without rest, 
food or sleep umtil, weakened by their 
exertions, they were forced to return to 
their homes. 

McDonald it was who swam the creek 
to bring J. E. Wood, of Atlanta, to the 
shore. Wood died wit%in ten minutes 
after his body had been pushed by the 
heroic rescuer through the raging waters 
to a place of safety. Dickson furnished 
the rope with which to take the passen- 
sers from the Pullman and he remained 
at the end of the rope until the last of 
the rescued was hauled to the crumbling 
embankment. & 


The Story of Dickson. 

None of those who participated in the 

rescye can give a very plain account of 
what occurred. They did so much and 
did it so quickly that it is only natural 
for them to be unable to give a coherent 
account of what transpired. 
' Q. Dickson, was found this afternoon in 
the swamp below the scene of the wreck. 
With a squad of negroes he was search- 
ing for bodies. So far his quest has been 
in vain, but it is almost certain that he 
will be rewarded. The spectators are 
certain that they saw bodies—not three 
or four—but 
many—floating down the stream in the 
darkness. 

“I was asleep at my home,"”’ said Mr. 
Dickson, “and was awakened by some 
one ahouting and screaming excitedly in 
front of my home, | opened the dvuor and 
in my front yard a man was 
about. I thought he was crazy. 

“He sald he was the flagman; I did not 
ask his name’’—Dickson was referring to 
Quinian—“and told me that there had 
been a wreck. He would Jump ap and 
Gown on the ground and then run around 
and wring his hands.

: 1 never in all my 
life saw a man so excited. He said he 
had to go to McDonough to fiag a train 
and for me to go and help the people 
in the wreck right away. When he said 
that he advanced toward me threaten- 
ingly and ir J] had not been impressed 
by his earnestness | would have been 
positive that he was Stark mad. 

“Quinlan would jot stop to tell me 
what sort of a wreck it was except that 
almost every one had been killed and 1 
therefore had to go over to the scene 
te find cut. I think J was the first man 
to lay eyes on that awful scene. [ took 
in the situation at a glance and shouted 
to the men on the top of the Pullman. 
They screanied to me that they could 
not get out; if I could get a rope, and I 
at once went to get the only rope that 
Was available. It was.my plow line, ‘Ta 
as I had used it all season I was afraid 
it wouid net hold. 

“I took it, anyway, and when [ acain 
reached the wreck several men were 
standing on the bank. The rope 1 haa 
brought proved to be stronger than I 
thought and one after another we pulied 
them up. One man. weighed about 2 
pounds and he got up all right. 

“I sat right there. on that bank and 
pullei up man ‘after man and all the 
while witnessing the most awful sights I 
had ever seen in my life. I could see the 
burning ccach, and from it came the 
screams end cries of the doomcd men. 
Unless a person has experienced what | 
did; unless he has seen people burning to 
death and being crushed and beaien 
about and all the time shrieking and cry- 
ing for nelp which might as well nave 
been ten miles away, that person cannot 
appreciate what Iam saying. To ticar of 
it is bad enough, but to see the people 
meeting horrible deaths within ‘fifty feet 
of you and yet beyond the reach of he‘p, is 
awful. As God is my judge, I hope He 
will take me tefore He lets me witness 
such a sight again.” 

What McDonald Saw. 

If Miss Clara Alden is searching fur 
the man who deliberately went to a place 
in the wreck from which brave men had 
almost fought to escape to tie a rope 
about her unconscious body that she 
might be hauled to saffty, that man 
she will find in J. A. McDonald, a plain, 
blunt countryman, with the heart of a 
girl and nerves of steel. 

McDonald it was who swam the creek 
to rescue J. E, Wood; McDonald it was 
who descended to the wrecked Pullman, 
and it was he who went through the car 
in search of possible unrescued persons. 

‘T was awakened by 4 negro,’”’ he said

once took off the greater portion of my 
clothing in crder to work better. 

“I could see ths men bobbing up and 
down in the water a minute before being 
caught in the current which carried them 
beyond our aid. One poor fellow was 
Caught in the burning car by his legs. His 
head was lying in the water and it was 
evident that-he was already dead, having 
been drowned. The fire finally reached 
him, and when we took him out yester- 
day morning his legs were burned off. 

“The groaning and screaming was terri- 
ble. One man we could see moving about 
on the burging car. He was evidently 
badly hurt. I thought of the horrible fate 
in store for him vwehen the fire reached 
that portion of the car, and the more Il 
thought of it the more worried I became. 
Finally I decided to swim for it, which I 
did. It was really easy for me, because 
I brag on my swimming. 

“It was Mr. Wood, of Atlanta. He was 


thought he was unconscious. When we 
reached the bank, however, he spoKe to 
me, 

**Let me ile down and rest,’ he said, 
‘I am ready to go.’ 

“After a moment he added, ‘Tell Jim, 
tell Jim—ratlroad— 

“The sentence was finished in the other 
world, I don't know who he meant by 
‘Jim.’ His mind might nave been wanier- 
ing. 

“With the exception of Flagman Quin- 
lan I believe I was the only man to go 
through the wrecked sleeper. We went 
through in looking for any one who might 
have been caught in the car, but we 
failed to find any one. I tied a rope 
around the two ladies when I went down. 
The time seemed to me to be so short 
that I really couldn’t tell all that took 
place. Daylight came before we hardly 
knew what had happened and then we 
turned our attention to getting out: the 
bodies of the dead,” 

Father Gunn at the Wreck. 

The only minister who reached the scene 
of the disaster was Father Gunn, of the 
Church of the Sacred Heart. He went 
on the wreck special, which left Atlanta 
about 7 o’clock Sunday morning, and \re- 
mained at the scene all day. 

Father Gunn went for the purpose of 
ministering to the’ dying, intending to 
give them the comfort he could. There 
was no need for him. All dav long he 
stood in the rain, watching and hoping 
as the bodies were taken from the wreck. 
As each one.was taken from the wreck, 
however, he grew more convinced of the 
hopelessness of his mission, and when 
night came he returned to the special 
car in which he had reached the scene. 
He returned to Atlanta Sunday nfght. 

Cause of the Wreck. 

The first theory as to the cause of the 
wreck, while correct in the main, did not 
go far enovgh. The horrible affair was 
undoubtedly caused by the heavy rain 
which came last Saturday. For weeks 
rains—some hard and others light—have 
been prevailing throughout this section. 
The ground, already soaked, could not 
consume more and the streams, which are 
plentiful in this vicinity, began to rise. 
The rise, however, was not enough to do 
great damage. 

Saturday afternoon Camp creek was 
above its average height, but only thirty 
or forty inches, At noon the downpour 
began. Old settlers say it was the worst 
rain since the Harrison freshet, which 
occurred in 1848, when all Georgia streams 
and rivers attained a height they never 
had before, and have not since reached. 

The small streams rose first. Several 
milldams above the scene of the wreck 
are said to have given away. The rise 
was so great and so sudden that nearly 
all of the bridges and footwalks, and 
there are many in this hilly vicinity, Were 
swept away. Camp creek caught the 
force of all this water in addition to the 
natural increase from the torrents of 
rain. 

The arch under the culvert was about 
twenty-five feet In width and. twenty feet 
in height at the Sreatest point of altitude, 
sufficient, {ft was thought, to allow the 
passage of any rise in the creek, which 
at normal is about five or six feet wide 
and twelve to twenty inches in depth. 

At 1 o’clock in the afternoon there had 
been a decided rise in the creck. Foot 
py foot the waters rose and by nightfall 
the surrounding country for 100 yards was 
ingndated. The struggle of the water 
to pass under the culvert was forcing 
it back upon the adjoining farm lands. 
The mass of masonry, it is believed, 
would have held almost any force tne 
water could have brought upon it. After 
nightfall—and this is gipposition, since 
no one knows, as no one saw it—the water 
must have risen above the onening under 


the culvert. 
It rose until it reached the tops of the

Southern Railway officials in Atlanta 
received yesterday telegrams from the 
Camp creek wreck stating that five ad- 
ditional bodies had been found, making a 
total of thirty. 

Superintendent Jones, of the Macon 4di- 
vision, who has charge of the work at 
the scene of the wreck in his official re- 
port to General Superintendent Barrett at 
Washington, states that thirty-three per- 
song are known to have lost their lives 
in the wreck and that thirty of the bodies 
have been recovered, 

The number of dead passengers on this 
official Hist is given as eight. One of 
the bodies found Sunday has been iden- 
tifled as W. H. Jensen, Sugar, Salt Lake 
county, Utah. 

The identity of Rev. E. D. Morrison,

With the exception of Superintenden 
Vaughn, the officials of the road in At- 
lanta have been most courteous to seek- 
ers after information concerning’ the 
wreck, and have shown a disposition to 
facilitate in every way newspaper men 
and the friends and relatives of the vic- 
tims of the disaster who sought accurate 
information concerning the dead and the 
survivors, They have freely given all 
the facts they possessed that would tend 
to alleviate the distress of those interest- 
ed in the victims of the wreck. 

Until a thorough investigation has been 
made no complete statement can be given 
out by the railway company. 

“It is a great affilction which every 
man on the Southern feels as a deep per- 
sonal sorrow,” sald 8. H. Hardwick, as- 
sistant general passenger agent of the 
road, yesterday. °

Chief Engineer Peddle, Chief Law 
Agent Dooly and D. W. Lum, assistant 
general superintendent of maintenance, 


came down from Washington = yes- 
terday afternoon on the vestibule, 
arriving here at 3:55 o'clock. They 


left almost immediately for the scene 
of the wreck. They will investigate per- 
sonally the condition of affairs at the 
scene of the disaster, and Chief Engineer 
Peddle will take charge of the work of 
construction and rebuilding the roadbed 
and culvert, He will also make a de- 
tailed technical report of the cause of the 
washout to the executive officials of the 
road in Washington, 

It is thought that the road will be put 
into cagdition by this afternoon so that 
trains on the mein division can resume 
their regular schedules over the road. 
Passenger trains were sent into Macon 


over the Central tracks yesterday, 


flanking piers on either side of the cul- 
vert, and then the work of destruction, 
which ended with the wreck, began. The 
beating of the raging waters against the 
crumbling earth, softened by the rains, 
began to eat away the dirt This was 
occurring, it is presumed, simultaneously 
on both sides of the culvert. Finally the 
water forced an opening behind the 
wings of the culvert. 

When this was done the rest was easy 
and natural. The culvert, unsupported 
by a background on either side, with the 
force of the water against it and the 
weight of the train upon it, gave way, 
precipitating the many victims to their 
horrible death. 

Why the Pullman Escaped. 

The Pullman car escaped utter demoli- 
tion by striking one of the plers as it 
went down. The weight of the car kept 
the pier from being washed away and the 
pier kept the car from being draggtd un- 
der by the force of the water. 

The other end of the car regted against 
the bank where the culvert’ had been. 
In this way the sleeper was braced, and 
as the force of the water was undoubted- 
ly greatest about the time the wreck oc- 
curred, the force against the Pullman was 
growing less all the time. Tonight the 
sleeping car rests upon its accidental 
foundation of masonry, but even this will 
probably be torn away by tomorrow. af- 
ternoon.

Some have entered pleas of guilty, and it 
is now my duty to impose such sentences as 
will be just to each of these defendants, and 
will, at least, put them upon notice that this 
court thinks their entire business nefarious and 
unlawful, and these in it violators of the law. 
One of the counsel for one of these defendants 
has on one octasion said to me that so long a+ 
these women were supported by the class 0: 
citizens that were in this city that no state law: 
could be enforced against them, and that th: 
only impression that a judge trying to enforce: 
such laws against them could make, upon them 
was that he was a tyrant. I hope he was mis- 
taken in this idea, but if not, then I appea 
to the virtuous manhood of the grand jury no‘ 
in session to change the direction of their pre 
sentments and indict the mem who are backing 
them by their patronage. 

I will not say more, but I do wish to say io 
these women that every day that they occupy 
these homes and ply their trade they are doing 
it at the peril of their liberty.

‘As Yet No Meeting of Committee 
Has Been Held. 


COUNCILMAN SID HOLLAND IS “SICK 


Electric Light Committee Will, How- 
ever, Take Action Before Next 
Meeting of Council. 


The electric light ordinance introduced 
at the las: meeting of council by Coun- 
Ciiman Henry W. Grady still remains in 
statu quo. 

The ordinance was referred to commit- 
tee on electric light, of which Councll- 
man Holland is chairmen. It was thought 
that the committee would take some ac- 
tion on the matter last week, but as yet 
no meeting has been called. Councii- 
man Holland is at present confined at 
home by iliness, but it is thought that 
he will be out in a few days and that the 
committee will make a report on the or- 
dinance before the next meeting of coun- 
cil, 

Public interest continues to center on 
the ordinance, and the action of the com- 
mittee is looked forward to with anticl- 
pation. It will be recalled that the Ura- 
dy ordinance, by which the Atlanta Rail- 


way and Power Company secks to secure |

cal in the terms under which the Geor- | 
gia Electric Light Company is now oper- | 


ating. 
Councilman Maddox Talks. 
Councilman J. J. Maddox is one of those 
most interested in the passage of the 
Grady ordinance. In speaking of the 
matter yesterday he said: 

As I understand it, the proposition 
tefore the city council is very simple, 
and could and ought to be disposed of 
With very )ittle ado, and with business- 
like dispatch. 

There was a timie when there were 
two applicants before the city council 
aeking for franchises—one Mr, Atkin- 
son, representing the street car line, 
and the other f.terest was reprezent- 
ed by Joel Hurt &sking for privilege 
of building and equipping an electric 
plant. Everything that Mr. Atkinson 
esked for was readily granted. So far 
as I know or believe he has secured 
all that he asked for and Iis*comipletely 
eatisfied. 

After Mr. Atkinson's Interests were 
disposed of satisfactorily there was 
rothing left hefore the council except 
the application of Mr. Hurt and his 
friends for an electric light franchise 
on the same terms and conditions as 
given Mr. Atkinson's company. Over 
this proposition there has feen consid- 
erable delay and discussion. No mem- 
ber of the city courcil has ever been 
able to give a satisfactory reason why 
this franchise should not be granted, 
and if the city covncil «@n't grant it or 
BZive a good and wailia reason why it 
should not be granted then wiil be 
the time for the citizens of Atianta to 

,invoke the aid of the lamp-post. 

~t——F—etrimk-that-this franchise ought to 
be granted both on account of the~- 
city’s interest and the interest of the 
public, to say nothing of the private in- 
terest of the promoters of the enterprise. 
We need competition in electric Iight- 
ing as much as we do in street car sys- 
tems or mercaniile enterprises. 

If Mr. Hurt’s franchise had been 
gTranted it would have been the means 
of giving work to a great many unem- 
ployed mechanics of Atlanta, it would 
have enabled the city to make a con- 
tract for her electric lighting at $6,000 
to $8,000 per annum less than is now paid 
to Mr. Atkinson’s company. § Besides 
this the citizens of Atlanta would have 
had a chance to buy their electricity 
and get their lights from a competitor 
and the chances are that the prices 
would have been reduced. There are 
quite a number of prominent residence 
Etreets in Atlanta that are shut off 
from electric lights altogether. it is 
quite likely that with a competing com- 
pany that these streets would have 
been supplied with light and the citi- 
zens living thereon would have been 
benefited by the same, 

But why argue the question of com- 
petition? Who is so dull of compre- 
hension or so unpatriotic as to say 
ihat the citizens of Atlanta are not en- 
titled to the fullest and freest compe- 
tition in electric lighting as wel! as 
all her other necessities and luxuries? 

I care nothing about Mr. Hurt's in- 
terest or Mr. Atkinson’s interest, ex- 
cept to see that they have justice full 
and complete when they come beforc 
the city council, The people have 
greater interests and these slvwuld not 
Oe overiooKed or ignored by their rep- 
resentativcs. 

But suppose that it is true, as I 
have above stated. that Mr. Atkinson 
has secured al] the franchises that he 
has asked for, and the general council 
Srants the electric light franchise that 
Mr. Hurt asks for, what will his honor, 
the mayor, do about approving the ap- 
plication of the electric light fran- 
chise? Has he not stated that Mr. 
Hurt could get nothing at’his hands? 
Shall the mayor thwart the will of the 
people and regative the acts of the 
city council by his veto? What wil 
you do with an obstructive mayor?

The following card from H. M. Atkinson 
explains itself:

I can never agree with your editorials when 
they persist in misrepresenting my position, 
aa they invariably do: for though you quote 
my Statement (made to the aldermariic board) 
of my ition on the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company's applications for an electric 
light franchise, the insinuation throughout 
ycur editorial is ‘hat I am opposing it; and 
this is untrue. 

Your two-column, double-leaded editorial, 
While professing to seek competition, has but 
two main purposes in it, as I read it. 

1. You threaten and reflect on the city coun- 
cil for the purpose of intimidating them into 
grarting a fraarchise, without regard to 
whether it protects the city’s interest or not. 
This is exactly what Mr. Joel Hurt tried to 
do at Thursdav’s meeting of the aldermanic 
beard. The similarity of the two attacks is 
significant and suggests a partnership. 

2. The conclusion is certainly justifiable, 
from your editorial, that your other purpose is, 
by an unwarrantable and unjustifiable attack 
on the entire council to sweep into power a 
mayor and council that will do yours and 
Hurt’s bidding. 

The city council is abundantly able to take 
car, of itself without my assistance. 

Your lamp-post illustration deserves and 
will receive the condemnation of every right- 
th'n.king man in the city. 

That the public and I may clearly under- 
Stanc whether you are really seeking honest 
ccn_petiton, I want plain answers to a few 
cetegorical questions.

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An audience that was flattering in pro- 
portions and not too coldly critical in its 
estimate, witnessed the first night's per- 
formance of the Dorothy Lewis Stock 
Company at the Grand last night. 

The bill was ‘“‘Moths,”’ Ouida’s well- 
known four-act play, which has been 
seen in Atlanta on several occasions, but 
which still retains a strong element of 
interest even to those familiar with it. 
There is small need to recapftulate in de- 
tall its plot. Suffice it that it deals with 
a certain phase of Russian society and 
has for its dramatis personel several 
characters that are strongly drawn and 
sharply contrasted. 

The heartless sacrifice by a mother of a 
young, beautiful and guileless girl, Vere 
Herbert, to Prince Zouroff, a roue and 
man of the world; her unhappy married 
life and the final freeing of her hands 
in the death of her husband at the hands 
of one of her former suitors, Lord Jura, 
form the basis of the story. 

Incidentally a certain element of com- 
edy is furnished in the presence of Fus- 
chia Leach, a high-spirited American girl, 
and the duke of Mell, an Englishman. The 
first act merely leads up to the story. 
The real action takes place in the third, 
the conclusion of which 1s dramatic. The 
fourth act brings the story to a close in 
a spirited fashion. 

In viewing the first night’s performanco 
of a stock company an audience should 
make a number of allowances. The ac- 
tors, uncertain of themselves, and over- 
anxious to produce a favorable impres- 
sion. are never at their best. Lines with 
which they are perfectly familiar often- 
times prove provokingly elusive at the 
moment they are needed; nervousness is 
apt to be manifest, and the play never 
runs with the desired smoothness. Last 
night’s audience took all these things in- 
to consideration. The play was followed 
with interest; the {nequalities overtooked, 


‘and the dramatic scenes and #rong sit- 
| uations Mberally rewarded with applause. 
| At the conclusion of the third act the 


applause of the audience was manifested 
in repeated curtain calls—a mark of ap- 
preciation that the principals, Florence 
Harrington and Ben Johnson, well mer- 
ited. 

In some respects the Dorothy Lewis 
Stock Company is strong. In others, it 
is weak. The male members seen in the 
cast last night handled their roles well. 
Ben Johnson, Harry Glozier and Charles 
J. Harris, were particularly good. Flor- 
ence Harrington, who took the part of 
Vere Herbert, filled all the requirements 
of an exceedingly difficulty character. 
She is a young woman possessed of good 
looks, a splendid figure and excellent 
stage presence. Anything suggestive of 
unqualified praise cannot be bestowed on 
the other feminine members of the com- 
pany. 

The company would be greatly 
strengthened by the addition of two or 
three good looking women. One should 
not be condemned solely on aecount of a 
lack of physical beauty. At the same 
time the judgment of a woman without 
good looks is open to question when she 
adopts the stage as a profession. She 
must have ability of a high order to 
offset this undoubted disadvantage. In 
no city in the country are audiences more 
critical on this point than {in Atlanta. 
The deficiency in this respect and the 
absence of attractive costumes, was the

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A LIFE SENTENCE 
FOR BREAKING JAIL 


Elijah Young Gets Freedom on His 
Remarkable Showing. 


SENTENCE OF COURT WRONG

Prisoner Tried To Free Himself by 
Burning Polk County Jail. 


waS SERVED SIXTEEN YEARS ALREADY 


Young Made His Showing Without 


Aid of Counsel—Governor Re- 
leased Him Yesterday. 


Elfjah Young, of Polk county, has been 
in the Georgia penitentlary for sixteen 
years, convicted of a crime not recognized 
as such by the gupreme court of. the state. 
Young was not only convicted, but sent 
up for life from Polk county and last 
week on his own motion, entirely unas- 
sisted by counsel, the pardon board has 
recommended his release and an order to 
that effect was issued by Governor Cand- 
ler yesterday. _ 

In 188% Elijah Young was being held in 
the Polk county jail for trial on the 
charge of burglary. A white prisoner in 
the jail at the time concocted a scheme 
which contemplated arson by which he 
proposed to release al] the inmates of 
the building. Elijah Young was the man 
chosen to set the building on fire in order 
to bring about the delivery, and at the 
appointed time he did his work well, for 
the building was partly destroyed, but he 


himself was captured before escape could. 


be effected. 

Young up to that time had never been 
tried on any charge, but in view of the 
part he took in the affair, he was charged 
with arson, tried, convicted and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life. 

In more than one decision bearing on 
similar cases the supreme court of Geor- 
gia bas substantially held that, where 
a prisoner usés fire to effect his escape 
from fall, arson ig not committed, and 
that he can omly be tried for an attempt 
to break, jail. This is the uniform line 
of decisions bearing on the case, but re- 
gardless of this Young was sent to the 
penitentiary for the remainder of his 
life for arson when, as a matter of fact, 
he was guilty only of attempt to break 
jail, 

Makes His Own Plea. 

The most sttfiking feature of the case 
is that Elijah Young prefered to ig- 
nore the legal profession tn making his 
simple petition to the governor and par- 
don board. He appears to have remained 
in confinement sixteen years without 
making an attempt to get his case acted 
on. His plea for what he believed to be 
justice was made in a broken, shambling 
fashion, butiit bore the evidence. of 
truth, and the pardon board at once made 
an investigation of the record, The facts 
were found stibstantially as he had stated 
them, and without more ado the pardon 
board recommended that he be released. 
Governor Candler at once concurred in 
the decision and,.the order which makes 
Young a free man once more was issued 
yesterday morning. However worthy his 
determination to be his own lawyer, it 
brought about without delay the end for 
which he was living in hope. 

Had the mam remained silent, it {s prob- 
able that he would have finished his days 
in the state penitentiary.

During his residence 
in the United States he has built up the 
orthodox church in Chicago until it now 
Mhumbers among its Gongregation hun- 
dreds of the best known Greek citizens 
of that city. 

His visit to Atlanta and Birmingham 
was made af the earnest solicitation of 
prominent Greeks in both celities, who

S. Stephens, who came with the party 
from Birmingham as interpreter, expiain- 
éd that the visit of tne priest to Atlanta 
was in the nature of a great honor, as 
he had never been so far south before.

Father Dorotheo, though a man of some 
years, is as erect as an athlete and pos- 
Sesses a strong and intelligent face, lit up 
by twinkling eyes that denote a genial 
character. He is a graduate of one of 
the great colleges of learning of his na- 
tive land and speaks Russian, German 
and Arabic almost as easily as he speaks 
his native tongue. 

The doctrines of the orthodox Greck 
church are somewhat similar to those of 
the Catholic church, but with the excep- 
tion that the liturgy and rites vary in 
a number of particulars from the cere- 
monies of the Latin rite. His title is that 
of archimandarite, which is next to bishop, 
and has the prefix title of right reverend. 

One of the chief »vieces of ornament of 
his office was a large cross beaten from 


* pure gold and engraved with the crucifix.

New Warships Will Be Different in 
Their Construction. 

Washington, June 25.—Secretary Long 
today approved the findings of the naval 
board recommending that three of the 
five new battleships shall be built with 
superposed and waist eight-inch turrets 
and that the remaining two of the new 
battleships shall have quadrilaterally ar- 
ranged eight-inch turrets, 

This turret question has been a source 
of lively controversy in naval! circles and 
after the regular board of naval econ- 
struction, consisting of the bureau chiefs, 
had passed upon the question a special 
board was created, made up of line and 
staff officers of recognized ability on ques- 
tions of naval construction, to consider It. 

The chief division was as to retaining 
the superposed turrets, as on the Ken- 
tucky and Kearsarge, or going back to 
the system of pacing turrets quadrilater- 
ally, so aS to fire im broadsices, On this 
the board was divided, seven favoring 
the superposed turrets, while five were 
for quadrilateral turrets, and Captain 
Barker favored a comprvumise, building 
part of each type.

While an essential feature of the 
Journal, The Outtook fis an independent 
department, in that for the views therein 
expressed Miss Croziér ts personally and 
entirely responsible,” is the statement 
that introduces some very emphatic opin- 
ions expressed by Miss L, Graham Cro- 
zier, tn The Southern Educational Jour- 
nal of this month, when she deals with 
the subject of the recent Montgomery 
gonference for the promotion of the 
study of the race conditions and problems 
in the south. In part Miss Crozier writes: 
“Before the close of the first morning 
session it became evident tHat no dis- 
cussion was to maintain, and this was to 
the visitors from a distance a distinct 
disappointment. 
“In fact, when from the programme it 
was learned that papers were to occupy 
one and one-half and discuszion one hour 


the disproportion was remarked upon. 
and when it became further evident that 
nothing was to he discunsed, the disap- 
pointment was great and almost univer- 
sal. 
“Mr. Waddell’s .address was literally 
freighted with significance: it dealt with 
questions of immediate and vital tnter- 
est, and if the points presented by him 
had been. fully, impartially and dispas- 
sionately discussed. the conference would 
have served a great purpose even if noth- 
ing else had heen accomplished. 
“Again, keen disaprointment was felt 
that no one. was allowed time to at- 
tack John Temple Gravee on his argu- 
ment- for ‘Separatien.’ That he would 
have convinced his audience, or even any 
considerable per cent of them, is not 
likelv. but that he has made a deep study 
of the subtect no one can doubt who 
hears him. and had he been foreed to de- 
fend? his position step by step much val- 
ucble deta could have been fitted into 
this very discussion, in place of being 
left suspended in midair, unarticulated, 
end hence useless for time and eternity. 
“In fact three-fourths of the matter of 
‘soveral of the addresses, notably those 
of Mr. Guerry. of Sewanee, and o: Dr. 
Rarringer, of Charlottesville, Va... would 
have become the tnvaluable possession of 
all the earnest studerts present, if it 
could have been so placed as to illustrate 
fundamental principles. 
“Again, edveational questions should be 
handed by others than educators, and so- 
called religious questicns should never 
he committed to the clergy. But few 
edveaters are versed in the science of 
pedagorcy. Their observatens are parttal 
and sunerficial; their generalizations too 
often either inadequate or without full 
warrant. while that class who deal ex- 
clusively with so-called religious problems 
are almost universally vague and imprac- 
ticahle. 
“Oh when will we learn that these mat- 
ters are simply matters of citizenship, 
and that he who claims to speak with au- 
thority on one division of the subject must 
re-enforce this claim with knowledge of 
the principles that underlie and condition 
every other division of the subject, 
' “Indeed. it ts not too much to say that 

_4f these conferences are to effect any- 
thing, except the further muddying of 
the waters, they must be put on altogeth- 
er another basis. An hypothesis must be 
accepted as the starting point, and from 
that point all must proceed, and to that 
point all must finally return, An articu- 
lated programme must be given; propo- 
sitions must be made that they may be 
analyzed, and their essentials, discussed 
logically; above all, while data may be 
valuable. even necessary, for illustration, 
it must never be offered as argument or 
in teu of it. 

“That it will be difficult to effect such 
an organization no one will deny. But 
the success of an undertaking of this 
character is to be measured by the diffi- 
culties overcome. 

“The closing number was an address by 
the Hon. W. Burke Cockran: “The Negro 
as an American Problem.’ The effort was 
a fine example of our political methods. 
It was a model of popular forensic ora- 
tory, and hence, it goes withoutt the say- 
ing, was as non-efficacious as it was pleas- 
ing. Mr. Cockran’s genius is distinctly 
Gaelic. His oratory is fervid and emo- 
tional. He is personally sincere and his 

“manner magnetic. He is dramatic, not 
logical, He makes statements, but — 
not bother to sustain them by either t r 
citation of facts or the elaboration “ 
theory. He holds his audience pa panne 
while he tells them things that they wan 
to hear, and proposes sweeping measures 
with such nerve and sangfroid that even 
the captious are forced to smile indulgent- 

f not credulously. 

Mle effort will form a part of the tra- 
dition of the first race conference, while 
to some present it seemed unmistakably 
to signalize the passing of the orator. 
. “For the problems presented to the 
present civilization are pressing, but they 
are not problems. They are calls to ac- 
tion and the solution to them will prove 
no solution at all. Discussion if it can 
‘be conducted along better and more sci- 
entific lines will prove profitable and 
pleasing, but the obstacles that are re- 
tarding our socio-political progress can- 
not be overcome by words. Deeds mighty 
and heroic must get themselves effected 
before we can as a nation get even in the 
line of promotion.”
